The JOUKSAL imagined that 
It m»de it perfeeily plain that tbe 
principal competition was tbe immedi- 
ate result of the dsmoaetizitlon of 
•liver by the United States. Prior to 
that time, England supplied ita defici- 
ency of that cereal from this country. 
WbyT Baoause with sliver at par it 
could purchase wheat to better advan- 
tage here than in any other country 
that exported tbe article. India was 
not then »n exporter for the reason 
thtt it could not successfully compete 
wl b the United States. Its average ex- 
portation now is about 60,000,000 of 
bushels per annum. What is the cause 
of this increase from nothing? Simply 
because it has found a market which 
was formerly 
monopolized 
by 
the 


wheat.growers of this republic. Silver 
is almost the sxolusivo currency in 
India. England, so far aa her home 
g07Arnment la concerned, is a gold 
Ditiou, bat is cute enough when tbe 
opportunity 
occurs 
to 
transform 


American silver into British gold. By 
purchasing tbe white metal *in the 
United States at ita-commodlous value, 
and paying it out at Indian currency 
par, it makes double profit ia tho two 
purchases. Hot only that, bnt it en- 
courages and fosters in one* of its own 
colonies u productive industry bene- 
ficial to its own people, but equally 
disastrous to tbe American farmers, 
who formerly supplied tbe English 
market. The Gazette says there id not 
a word of truth ia all this talk about 
buying in India at silver piioes and 
telling in Liverpool for tbe samo 
quantity of gold," but

away, when it

Indian competition is what fans de- 
creased the price of wheat in tbe United
